FORD WORKERS 
FLOCKING TO AFL 


Thousands of New 
Members Signed as 
NLRB Election Nears 


A revulsion of feeling against 
the CIO and a recognition that 


American Federation of 


Labor can bring them substan- 


tial benefits has resulted in the 
signing of many thousands of Ford 
Motor company employes as mem- 
bers of the federal labor unions at 
the River and Lincoln 
plants in the last fortnight, John 
J. Murphy, director of the A. F. 
of L.'s Ford organizing campaign, 
said. 

This flocking of Ford workers to 
the American Federation of Labor 
standard indicate a “smashing vic- 
tory” for the A. F. of L. when the 
national labor relations board’s col- 
lective bargaining election is held 
at the River Rouge and Lincoln 
plants in the near future, Mr. Mur- 
phy declared, 

He pointed out that 98 per cent 
of the thousands of workers em- 
ployed by the Ford Motor company 
in the two plants are “solid, pa- 
triotic wage-earners” and that the 
recent minority strike staged by 
the united automobile workers— 
CIO, convinced them that the CIO 
union is “a radical type of organ- 
ization which they strongly disap- 
prove.” 

“On the other hand, the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor 
stands for the sound, and effec- 
tive principles enunciated so 
many years ago by Samuel 
Gompers, and these principles 
have a great appeal for the 
overwhelming majority of Ford 
employes,” Mr. Murphy said. 
The American Federation of La- 

bor organizing campaign in the 
Ford plants of the Detroit area is 
now in high gear.

IMMEDIATE HELP NEEDED 
FOR VENTURA WORKERS 


700 FAMILIES, EVICTED BY ASSOCIATED 
_ FARMERS, FACE STARVATION 


From Monday until Friday of last week 70 families, or 
about 560 people, were evicted from the various Ventura 
| county, California Fruit Growers’ exchange ranches at 
Santa Paula, Saticoy and Oxnard. 

According to an A. F. of L. representative, on the scene 
at the time, these families, on strike for several weeks for 
a decent wage, were moved out in the rain on Friday night. 
One hundred and four families or nearly 1,000 people were 
evicted Monday of this week. When evictions from the 
fruit growers’ shacks are completed over 700 families or 
about 5,000 American citizens will be thrown out on the 
streets to find food and shelter elsewhere. 

SRA, willing to handle the situation, A. F. of L. repre- 
sentatives state, finds the load to heavy to give proper im- 
mediate relief to the starving families 

All this is due to the fruit growers’ association when they 
refused to meet local conditions. Heads of these families, 
working in the lemon fields for many years for a mere 
pittance, joined an A. F. of L. union and made requests of 
the growers for an increase in wages. The growers, labor 
representatives say, have refused to meet with the union- 
ists, and results have been the eviction of these American 
families from the growers’ shacks 

Money contributed to Agricultural and Citrus Workers’ 
Union, Local 22343 has been a front line of defense against 
the deliberate starvation campaign of the associated farm- 
ers against these people being cared for by the American 
Federation of Labor in Ventura county. 

Ninety per cent of the donations has gone toward the 
upkeep of the milk supply for the children. The milk supply 
has been kept up despite the fact that at times, the treasury 
has been almost depleted. 

Now the problem of evictions confronts them.

Another agreement for shipyard 
workers, to be ratified soon, was 
entered into during the past week 
between unions affiliated with the 
metal trades councils along the Pa- 
cific coast and employers engaged 
in ship repairs. The contract calls 
for the following: 


All overtime at the rate of double 
time; one week’s vacation with pay 
after 1,200 working hours or 40 
hours’ pay in lieu of vacation; shift 
work permissable; 5-day, 40-hour 
week.

Breaks Down Former Ruling 

The new ruling paved the way 
for breaking down of the coastwise 
bargaining unit established by the 
NLRB several years ago in the case 
of longshoremen on the Pacific 
coast. 


This case, one of the outstanding 
examples of previous NLRB bias 
against the American Federation 
of Labor, was recently reopened at 
the request of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and a new deci- 
sion from the board is expected in 
a short time. If the board in the 
longshoremen’s case follows the 
reasoning in the Libbey-Owens- 
Ford decision, thousands of A. F.

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Vinson Bill Would Cause Che Chaos, 
Meany Tells Rules Committee 


In straightforward, two-fisted style, Secretary-Treasurer 
George Meany spoke up for the rights of American workers be- 
fore the house rules committee and denounced the Vinson com- 
pulsory mediation and anti-closed shop bill. 


A few labor-hating congressmen present thought they might 
an 


get a chance to bait the wit- 
ness, but Mr. Meany silenced 
them with vigor and despatch. 


The American Federation of 
Labor opposes the Vinson bill, 


he declared, because the measure 
seeks to destroy “fundamental 
rights” of labor. When Represen- 
tative Cox of Georgia said he 
couldn’t see how a 25-day cooling- 
off period as provided in the bill 
would injure such rights, Mr. 
Meany responded: 

“We'd be against such a compul- 
sory cooling-off period even if it 
were only for ten minutes. If con- 
gress can compel our people to 
work for twenty-five days against 
their will then they can compel 
them to work for twenty-five 
months or twenty-five years. 

“Don’t you think it’s necessary 
to do something like this if we're 
going to beat off the threat of 
Hitler?” Cox persisted. 

“We can get forced labor and 
this kind of a bill from Hitler with- 
out undergoing the cost and ex- 
pense of the defense program,” Mr. 
Meany acidly responded. 

Charging that the Vinson bill was 
“punitive” in purpose, Mr. Meany 
voiced a stirring defense of the pa- 
triotic policy and service of the A. 
F. of L. in the defense program. 

“The organization I represent 
has been playing ball,” he insisted, 
pounding the table. ‘““We’ve had a 
few strikes but they were very 
few.

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WAGE POLICY IN DEFENSE 


Nearly 1,000,000 wage earners in manufacturing and building 


received wage increases in the first four months of 1941. These 


increases varied in general from 5 to 10 cents or more per hour. 
Several hundred thousand also won vacations with pay for the 
first time. These gains to workers are vital to American de- 
fense because they mean better health, more strength and en- 
durance, higher morale for our people. 


Such a lifting of the American wage level was overdue. Only ; 


when strong trade unions acted over the entire nation to organ- 
ize and demand wage increases have workers succeeded in lift- 
ing their earning power closer to their producing power. This 


happened in 1937 and again in 1940-41. The wage line rises| 


sharply in these two periods when union members pressed for 


their share of the income they produce. By 


1941 (first two 


months) the average wage per hour was 24.5 per cent above 
1929, while production per man-hour was 41 per cent above 


1929. 


Even after these increases, workers today are not repaid in 
wages for all their increased producing power. In the past they 
have been repaid somewhat by lower living costs; but today 
with prices rising, we can no longer hope for this kind of gain. 

High corporation profits in 1940 show that industry is well 


able to raise wages in 1941. Idle capacity is being used, over-| 
head costs are less. But many companies are not yet giving| 
workers the benefit of these reduced 


Also, we find commercial papers claiming that if wages are 
raised, prices must rise also. This would only raise Jiving costs 


~ 


and take away from workers the gains they have won 


Wage increases without price increases are entirely possible 
when collective bargaining is based on facts. No two companies 
have the same operating results or the same problems. When 
companies are willing to submit their operating figures to re 
sponsible negotiators at the conference table, and facts have al 
been assembled on wages in other plants, cost of living, produc 
tion, prospects for the future, management and workers bargain 
ing in good faith can arrive at a just wage increase for the plant 
concerned without causing a price increase. When wages a 
determined on the basis of facts there can be no excuse for ru 
away price increases. 

Companies able to pay a substantial wage increase should do 
so. Only thus can living standards be raised and workers bene 
fit from industrial expansion. Where companies claim inability 


to pay, and open their books to show

During my investigations of the 
past two weeks, the benefits to be 
derived from compliance with the 
rules of the Building and Construc- 
tion Trades 
Council of 
Alameda 
County were 
forcibly called 
to my atten- 
tion, and for 
that reason, I 
am again re- 
minding the 
members of Plumbers and Gas Fit- 
ters’ Local Union No. 444, U, A. to 
demand the card of the other 
craftsmen employed on the job 
with them. 


By so doing we will not only 
benefit our own local union, but 
the other unions of the building 
trades council as well, and not only 
maintain the splendid conditions 
prevailing throughout the county, 
but will have an effect in union- 
izing the small percentage of jobs 
that are not 100 per cent union. If 
the members of this union comply 
with this request we will encour- 
age and expect the same co-opera- 
tion and support of every other 
building trades craftsman. In addi- 
tion this will be a financial agssist- 
ance to the building trades council 
by stopping the non-union man be- 
fore he gets started, thereby elim- 
inating the necessity of a picket on 
the job. 


Another reminder of equal im- 
portance is the necessity of keep- 
ing within the three months’ limit 
with your dues and assessments. 
During these times of prosperity, 
when everyone is working, there 
really cannot be any good reason 
for not being able to pay four dol- 
lars, one-third of a day’s wage, to 
your local union, which is respon- 
sible for the conditions we are all 
enjoying at the present time.
